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WAR DEBT FACTS 


The facts and figures which 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain gave jn 
the House of Commons on. Mon- 
day in regard to the disparity of 
treatment which Britain received 
in her war debt funding agree- 
ment with the United States, as 
compared with America’s other 
debtors, provide a striking com- 
mentary on the bad _ bargain 
which Mr. Baldwin made on his 
visit to Washington ‘ten years 
ago. It is an old story, but it is 
well that, at this juncture, the 
facts should be kept in mind. 
One of the reasons why Britain 
secured the least generous terms 
from America is that she signed 
first; another is that she made so 
little fuss about it. It‘is known 
that Mr. Baldwin felt abashed 
by: the reception accorded to his 
alternative proposals, but, in the 
presence of creditors, he did not 
press the matter. Britain wished 
to re-establish her credit, and a 
necessary preliminary was’ the 
funding of the war debt to 
America. When Mr. Baldwin re- 
turned, he did not allow his 
chagrin to escape, for, in an in- 
terview -at Southampton, he re- 
marked:—If you look at the 
Senate you will ‘find that the 
majority como from the agricul- 
ltural and pastoral communitics 
‘and do not realise the. meaning 
‘of an internntional debt.” Very 
| possibly, Mr. Baldwin's outburst 
made things ‘botter for succeed- 
iing funding missions. At any 
irate, they got much better terms. 
SA further point to be stressed 
:is that by the terms of our agreo- 
‘ment with America, we have to 
‘pay over cighty-two per cent. of

When consideration is 
given to facts like these, it {fs 
Possible to gain some iden-of the 
excessive burden which Britain 
is being called upon to bear, a 
burden which has been rendered 
all the heavier from the fact that 
reparations paymonts are at the 
moment {n suspense. But we 
live in times in which hard reali- 
ties have to be faced, howevor 
disconcerting they may be. And 
the dominant fact is that agree- 
ments have to be respected. The 
case for revision ig overwhelm- 
ingly strong, admittedly, Indeed, 
it is urgent. It may be helped 
by a remembrance of tle actual 
facts of the situation, which are 
Nable to Be lost sight of in the 
discussion of immediate issues. 


Water Supply

“Very Proud” 


General approval ‘has greeted 
the award of the 1932 Nobel 
Prize for Literature to Mr. John 
Galsworthy, novelist, dramatist 
and writer of short stories. 
Dissentients .there will be, of 
course. Those, who found ap- 
propriate the award to Mr. Sin- 
clair Lewis in 1980 will not re- 
joice at seeing the laurel placed 
on Mr. Galsworthy’s brow. They 
will complain, ‘no doubt, that he 
belongs to a literary age that is 
already past. But those who 
enre for the traditions of Eng- 
lish letters’ will welcome this 
recognition of one of England’s 
most distinguished _modern 
writers. Only Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling and Mr. Bernard Shaw, 
among British -writers, have 
been similarly honoured. Surely 
Mr. Galsworthy's contribution to 
English literature _ ranks with 
theirs, His chief claim to fame 
of course is “The Forsyte Saga,” 
the record of that English upper- 
middle-class society from which 
the author sprang and which 
now,, seemingly, is in its ‘evening. 
But he has written many other 
novels and short’ stories, and he 
has had, unlike most novelists, 
f consepicuous success with his 
plays. “Old English” is pro- 
bably the best known . of his 
stage works, but “Strife,” 
“Justice,” “Loyaltics” ‘and 
“Escape” have also made a deep 
impression. In his plays, novels 
and short. stories, as in his 
private ‘life, Mr. Galsworthy is 
English of the English—Harrow, 
Oxford and country houses. He 
stands for that England—for 
honour and decency and reticence 
and endurance, for playing the 
game and for doing the sporting 
thing. His comment on the pre- 
sent award was charactcristically 
simple and unassuming: “I am 
very pleased and very proud.”

Sinclair's time to paralle) such. act- 
Sing us this, and I rather doubt if it 
has often been equalled in Hongkong, 
Anylady who has rend as, for ag 
this will have realised that the pro- 
ducer did her work remarkably well, 
and he will not be wrong, Mrs. -Gross- 
man’s octing, IT have admired ever 
since J first saw it, but I must admit 
Thad no idea she would turn out such 
a good producer. A play of this kind 
badly handled might have been ghast- 
ly: “there were. limitless opportuni- 
lies for false notes, but none were 
struck, This, though important, is 
negative praise, and Mrs. Grossman 
deserves a good deal more than thot. 
As I have’ already mentioned, the 
best moment of the .pIny was ilnely 
handled, but the production was very 
well handled throughout. 1 particu. 
larly noticed the absence of any bad 
grouping or fidgety or awkward 
movements, and all the actors were 
easily audible at «the back of the 
house.’ The only thing 1 have ony 
doubts about was the tempo of the 
playing: Tam not sure that it could 
not have been speeded up a little to 
advantage, but I realize ‘that it is 
not a play that can be played quickly, 
and the immense diMfcultics of not 
letting it drag a little in places, 


In the forcgoing estitnate of the 
players and production I om .aware 
that I have used a great many lauda- 
tory adjcctives, but this is not to 


say that I sat through the evening’ 


entranced; I did not. But 1 did think 
that judged by any standards both 
the acting and the production were 
quite good, and judged by amateur 
standards, they very good. Had the 
play itself had greater intrinsic 
merit, it would have been a memor- 
able production for Hongkong. As 
it was I wns very glad to see that the 
A.D.C. had at last broken with their 
recent custom of putting on_ plays 
only of the highest type, and I hope 
that in future they will be even more 
ambitious. I recommend such a play 
as “The Skin Game,” for instance, 
to their attention.

AIR IN ‘MOTION 


DR. R. F.-CLAY'S LECTURE 
TO ROTARIANS 
kU | Ae : 

Some simple experiments de- 
monstrating the peculiarities of air 
when in motion were given at yes- 
terday’s Rotary Club tiMn at Glou- 
cester Building, by Dr. Reginald 
F, Clay, D. Sc., former principal 
of the Northern Polytechnic, 
North Landon, 

Dr. Clay's first experiment con- 
cerned a board .through which a 
hole had been made and into which 
a glass tube had been placed. At- 
tached to the bonrd by means of 
two pins was o sheet of: paper. 
He blew through the tube, and as 
he. did so gradually brought the 
paper towards the board ‘until! the 
paper was drawn tightly. against 
it. The harder the spenker blew 
through the tube the tighter the 
paper stuck to the board. At a 
certain point, he said, the paper 
became attracted to the board. 
He gave ao similar experiment 
with a cotton reel and a piece of 
paper. . 

Another experiment demonstrat- 
ing the same principle was shown, 
and the apparatus used in this in- 
stance, he said, was ‘a glass tube 
which had a narrow centre piece, 
and at the two ends.and in the 


-{centre wero attached three smal- 


ler glass tubes which rested in a 
bowl] of water. By blowing.’ at 


3. }one end it would be noticed that at 


the tube nearest the mouth-piece 
the water would fall a little, while 
in the tube in'the centre the water 
would rise. In the far tube. the 


% | water would also fall. 


Accounting for this, Dr. Clay 
sald that when one. blew into the 
large tube the air travelled at a re- 
gular pace until jt came to the re- 
stricted part. If the restricted 
part was half. the size of the end 
portion the air would have to 
travel four times as fast as It did 
In the large portion. As the 
Bpeed: increased the pressure be- 
cenme less and so the water rose 
in the centre tube. Whon tho air 
came to the larger portion of the 
main tube again the pressure was 
restored and so the water at that 
end fell a little. The same prin- 
ciple applied in the case of the 
board and paper, 

Dr. Clay also demonstrated 
this principle by means ‘of two 
tubes fixed at right angles to cach 
other with a small space between 
the connecting ends. The other 
end of one tube was placed in a 
cup of water, and through the free 
end of the other tube a stream of 
air was blown. The result was 
that water was sucked from the cup, 
up through the tube and out in 
a spray from the polnt where the 
connecting ends of the tubes ap- 
proximately met. The harder one 
blew, said the speaker, the great- 
er the force with which — the 
stream of water was ejected from 
the tube. . 
.Another experiment of tha 
8nme principle was given with two 
egg cups ard o ping-ponk ball. 
Tho bali was placed in one of the 
cups and the other held about and 
inch or two away. A stroam of 
air was then blown over the’ cup 
containing the ball as a result of 
which the ball was thrown into 
the other cup. :

The crowd, consisting of 
800) Pengpu people, mostly 
women and children, were demand- 
ing a free ride to Nanking in order 
to voice their grievances before the 
third plgnary session of the Central 
Executive Committee pf the Kuo- 
tang 

The police endeavoured to pre- 
vent the crowd from passing into 
the station and two serious clashes 
occurred, 

The spicit’ of the. Intruders 
wan finally only quelled when 
the police turned on streams of 
water from hoses, which had an 
immedinte effect in the bitterly 
cold weather. 


TEN HOURS' SIEGE. 

Although beaten in this matter, 
however, the crowd continued to 
besiege the North Station and re- 
nutned, refusing to leave for more 
than ten hourg. 

In the end, as the -result of 

discussion between the Chief of 
Police and. lenders of the Pengpu 
people thirty representatives of 
the crowd left for the . capital 
at ten o'clock last night, after buy- 
ing tickets for the journey, and 
they were accompanied ‘by ten 
others who were accorded free 
tickets through the mediation of 
Mr. Wen Goo-ngan, the Chiet of 
the Bureau of Public Safety.

WAR DEBT FACTS 
The facts and figures which 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain gave in 
ithe House of Commons on Mon- 
jday in regard to the disparity of 
‘treatment which Britain received 
in her war debt funding agree- 
‘ment with the United’ States, as 
compared with America’s other. 
(debtors, provide a striking com- 
‘mentary on the bad _ bargain 
which Mr. Baldwin madc.on his 
visit to Washington ten years 
ago. It is an old story, but it is 
{well that, at this juncture, the 
‘facts’should be kept in mind. 
'One of the reasons why Britain 
secured the least generous terms 
from America id that she signed 
|first; another is that she made 80 
little fuss about it. It is known 
ithat Mr. Baldwin felt abashed 
‘by the reception accorded to his 
| alternative proposals, but, in the 
ipresence of creditors, he did not 
\press the matter. Britain wished 
‘to re-establish her credit, and a 
:mecessary preliminary was the 
‘funding of the _war debt to 
‘America, When Mr. Baldwin re- 
he'did not allow his 
‘chagrin to escape, for, in an in- 
‘terview at Southampton, ho re- 
marked :—“If you look at the 
‘Senate you will find that the 
majority come from the agricul- 
tural and pastoral communities 
and do not realise the meaning 
‘of an international dobt.” Very 
‘possibly, Mr. Baldwin's outburst 
“made things better for succeed- 
‘ing funding missions: At any 
rate, they got much better terms. 
\A further point to bo stressed 
is that by the terms of our agree- 
ment with America, we have to 
pay over eighty-two per cent. of 
he bbe pes whilst, 
other hand, we 
lof our Allies for more than half

Figures supplied by the Water 
Authority show that the con- 
sumption on the mainland for 
the month of November was 
nearly 100,000,000 gallons less 
than during October, although 
the restrictions did not come. into 
force until November 8, while in 
Kowloon, in similar conditions, a 
reduction of consumption by 
$0,000,000 gallons was achieved. 
The net saving may be calculated
